Here are the questions a decorator would ask 
before planning a color scheme for you . . . 
along with some professional tips to help you 
enjoy the rewarding experience of being your 
own decorator. 

HOW DOES COLOR AFFECT YOU ? 

Do you feel pampered by pink ... or bored? Do you 
think blues and greens "don't go together" ... or that 
they form a fresh new color combination? Does a room 
full of bright reds and oranges stimulate you ... or over- 
whelm you? Each of us reacts differently to color. 
Choose the colors you like best, the ones your family 
will most enjoy living with. 

WHAT KIND OF LIFE DO YOU LEAD ? 

Do you have a small city apartment or a sprawling 
country house? Is the keynote formal elegance or casual 
comfort? Plan a color scheme that's right for the room 
and for your way of living. For example, if your living 
room is used chiefly for parties, dramatic contrasts and 
vivid, stimulating colors might be just the thing. On the 
other hand, a quiet spot in which to relax, talk and 
watch television calls for subtle, restful colors. 

Bedrooms, of course, should be decorated to suit the 
individual tastes of their occupants. Allow the children 
something to say about their own rooms. The very 
young tend to prefer bright primary colors. Teen-age 
girls adore pretty pastels; their brothers demand deep 
masculine tones. 

WHAT IS YOUR ROOM LIKE ? 

Does it have beautiful proportions? Play up lovely lines: 
accent them with contrasting colors. You might, for 
instance, paint the woodwork a different color than the 
walls. If the proportions are bad or details graceless, 
conceal the flaws by using the same color for walls and 
woodwork. The decorator secret: contrasting colors 
emphasize, closely blended ones conceal. 

How big is the room? Small rooms look much larger 
when the walls are light in color. Rule to remember: 
pale colors appear to recede, bold colors advance. 

What kind of light does it receive? Use yellows and 
reds to bring warmth to rooms with northern exposures. 
Choose cool blues and greens for sunny southern rooms. 

WHAT COLORS MUST YOU USE ? 

Except for a bride furnishing her first home, few of us 
can— or would wish to — redecorate completely. We 
have carpets that will be good for many more years; 
expensive, carefully chosen furniture; sometimes trea- 
sured heirlooms. Any of these is a possible starting place 
for your color scheme. Or you might begin with the col- 
ors in a fabric for slipcovers . , . your favorite garden or 
wild flower ... or a beautiful painting. 
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Start with . . .

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How a Decorator Creates with Color 



It's easier than you might think to create pleasant sur- 
roundings with color. There are no secrets — merely 
a few simple rules every interior decorator follows. 

Everyone reacts emotionally to color. Large rooms 
seem cozier when you use deep or warm colors; light 
and cool colors make small rooms seem more spacious. 

Colors are affected by the colors near them. A 
bright blue chair will seem much smaller near a 
lighter blue wall than it would near a yellow wall. 

Bold colors come toward you. It's a good idea for 
that reason to use subdued colors for your walls — 
the largest area in a room — and your floors, the next 
largest. Choose medium tones for furniture, always 
remembering that wood is also a color. 

Because colors look brighter in large areas, reserve 
strong colors like turquoise, red, and emerald green 
for such accents as pillows and ash trays. And when 
selecting colors for your walls from tiny paint chips, 
don't forget that the color will appear much stronger 
when it's on your wall! 



The color wheel shows how colors are related to each 
other. Warm ones — red, yellow, orange — are on one 
side, cool ones — green, blue, violet — on the other.

The tranquility of a forest . . . the serenity of a summer sky 
are brought into your home when you start your color 
scheme with green or blue. If your room has a beautiful 
view, why not carry it indoors? Use the leaf greens of the 
trees around you, the lovely blues of the sky or the sea. If 
your home is in the city and you feel closed in by brick and 
stone, enlarge your horizon by using these wonderful out- 
door colors generously. Because blues and greens suggest 
the wide, open spaces, they tend to make rooms seem 
larger. Both are relaxing to live with . . . ideal in sunny 
rooms with southern exposures. 

Equally at home in traditional and modern settings, 
blues and greens are endlessly popular. The color of the 
wood finish of your furniture is an excellent guide to the 
correct shade of blue or green for your walls. With warm 
wood finishes like mahogany, walnut and fruitwoods, 
choose turquoise, periwinkle blue, or greens that contain 
a good deal of yellow. Pieces finished in grayed tones are 
especially attractive in rooms painted the clear blues of the 
sea and sky. Pale woods look best displayed against 
deeper shades of blue or green. 




The excitement of pink and the brightness of white added 
to a green room equal a lively complementary color 
scheme.

Decorators are showing new interest in colored 
furniture, for it looks fresh and exciting in both 
traditional and modern rooms. A chest of drawers 
in a striking color or a set of enameled dining 
chairs might be just the bold touch your room 
needs. Choose bright or subtle colors in "Duco" 
Gloss Enamel or, if you prefer a low-gloss finish,

For true individuality, give your home the 
sparkle of Transformagic, developed by the re- 
nowned artist and designer, Peter Hunt. Whether 
you start with an inexpensive unpainted piece or 
transform something from the attic, you'll enjoy 
the creativity of Transformagic. The first piece 
you decorate might be a tray ... or a toy chest for 
the nursery. It's so easy . . . and so much fun! 
All Peter Hunt designs begin with a simple basic stroke 
which looks like a teardrop— heavy at one end, trailing 
off to a thin line. Most beginners find it easier to start 
the stroke at the heavy end with the brush flat, then lift it 
gradually until only the point touches. It's one sweeping 
stroke. After a little practice, you can start at either end. 
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Peter Hunt starts by taking the old The chest is sandpapered, and given a coat of Using the basic stroke and variations, one 
finish off a chest with a scraper and "Ovalite" Enamel Undercoat and "Duco" color is applied at a time and allowed to dry 
Du Pont Paint & Varnish Remover.

The basic stroke has many varia- 
tions: short and thick, long and thin. 
It can be made in graceful curves, 
and even a complete circle. Use a 
water color brush, and practice on 
old magazines with smooth paper. 
For attractive borders, make angular 
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decorative stripes by joining together 
short straight strokes. Short curved 
strokes make the serpentine border. 
For ribbon-like effects, alternately 
bear down and lift up your brush 
while painting curves. Make borders 



even more interesting by painting 
dots or hearts above and below. 




Primary designs are combinations of 
a few basic strokes. This is the way 
you make one of the most popular: 
a rose. First, paint a large pink dot. 
Next, apply basic strokes of red for 
the petals. Then blue for the stem 
and a miniature heart for the flower's 
pistil. Last, green for the leaves and 
blossom stamens. 




Other designs you'll want to try in- 
clude bluebells, grapes, carrots, 
pears, and fish. The final step in mak- 
ing a complete decoration is to com- 
bine the primary designs — hearts, 
flowers, fruit, vegetables. 
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Typical decorations are made by 
using four bright "Duco" Gloss 
Enamel colors. Apply one color at a 
time. Allow each color to dry before 
going on to the next.

PAINTING INTERIORS 

Painting is the most effective and economical way 
to redecorate any room. It can be easy, fast, and 
tidy, too, if you follow the simple instructions on 
these pages. Above all, plan the job before you 
start to paint. Select your color scheme. Buy the 
proper Du Pont Paints in the full quantities 
needed. Assemble all your supplies. Have every- 
thing you need for each step handy. If in doubt 
about anything, ask your Du Pont Dealer. His 
knowledge and experience are at your disposal. 
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PROTECT FURNITURE, FLOORS, ETC.-lf you don't have a paint- 
er's dropcloth, use papers to cover all furniture. Also cover the 
rugs and floors, all the way to the baseboard. Move furniture out of 
the way as you work. Protect your hands with Du Pont "Pro-Tek". 



REMOVE HARDWARE- 

Lower ceiling fixtures. 
Remove door knobs, key 
plates and switch plates. 



THOROUGHLY CLEAN SURFACES- Wash soiled 
or glossy surfaces to remove grease, to dult sur- 
face. Wash from bottom up, with abrasive 
cleaner or solution of tri-sodium phosphate. 
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READ ALL INSTRUCTIONS 

carefully before starting. Labels 
on all Du Pont paint products 
carry detailed directions. 



USING A BRUSH-Dip one-third of 
bristle length into paint. Tap gently to 
release excess paint. Paint 3 ft. strip 
in one direction. Reverse to level out. 
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HO IV TO ESTIMATE PAINT NEEDED 

Measure the area to be painted — the approximate 
number of square feet to be covered with each 
color of each type of paint selected. 
The number of square feet each Du Pont Paint 
will cover is shown on the back of the label. Thus, 
if about 1,000 sq. ft. are to be covered with paint 
and the coverage of the paint is 500 sq. ft. per 
gallon, two gallons should be enough for the job. 
The following tips will help you measure accu- 
rately the areas you wish to paint: 

INTERIORS: 

To find CEILING area, multiply length by width. 
For WALLS, find the distance around the room. Multiply 
this figure by the height from floor to ceiling. In order to 
have ample paint, do not subtract for windows and doors. 



For WOODWORK — baseboard, window frames, chair 
rail, etc., measure the running feet and allow one pint of 
paint per hundred feet. 
For FLOORS, multiply length by width. 

EXTERIORS: 

EXTERIOR WALLS: Measure the distance around the 
house. Multiply this figure by the height of the house 
from the ground to the eaves. Dividing this figure by the 
coverage of the Du Pont Paint selected gives you the 
number of gallons that will be needed. 

To figure GABLES, multiply the width of the gable by 
half the height. Where WALL HEIGHTS VARY, figure 
each wall separately (width times height) and add the 
totals. To assure adequate coverage, do not subtract 
door and window areas unless an opening is more than 
100 square feet. 

For TRIM, figure 35 sq. ft. for each window or door.

FILL SMALL CRACKS-Force FILL LARGE CRACKS-Undercut PEELING PAINT-Scrape SPOT PRIMING-To insure an 

spackling compound into fine with beer can opener.

REMOVE OLD FINISH with Du Pont Paint

Du Pont Penetrating Wood Finish with 
brush, mop or cloth. After 15 min., wipe 
with clean cloth.

Apply second coat. Sand when dry. Wax. 




HOW TO VARNISH A WOOD FLOOR- 

Apply one or two coats of "Dulux" In- 
terior Varnish with 5" brush. Use long, 
even strokes along grain. Dry, sand. 
Clean before second coat. Wax when dry. 



START FROM A CORNER and work 
toward door to avoid hemming your- 
self in. Be sure floor is thoroughly dry 
before entering room. Labels on all 
Du Pont finishes give drying time. 




PAINTING CABINETS-Always start at the top 
and work down. Paint the inside first, then the 
exterior sides, then the front. Start painting 
across the grain and finish with an upward stroke. 



ENAMELING 

FURNITURE 

Before starting, take off all 
hardware. Remove all grease, 
wax or furniture polish with 
"Dulux" No. 200 Thinner or 
turpentine.

Undercut cracks with a beer can opener and fill them with patching 
plaster. Remove mildew completely with paint cleaner. Assemble 
everything you'll need to work with before you begin.

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Preparation for exterior painting 

Remove all shutters and screens before you 
paint your house. Protect shrubbery and flower 
beds near your house by covering them with 
old sheets or inexpensive dropcloths made of 
paper, plastic or cloth. Nail down loose boards. 
Assemble all supplies before starting. 

Painting exteriors 

Here are a few timely tips and helpful instruc- 
tions to enable you to turn out a good job 
if you are painting your house yourself. 

Bare wood surfaces or any surface from 
which the old paint has been removed should 
be primed before painting. If you plan to use 
new "Lucite" House Paint, a prime coat of 
Blister Resistant Primer is absolutely essential. 

For best results, we recommend that you 
employ a competent painting contractor. His 
experience in proper surface preparation and 
paint application and his familiarity with 
DuPont Paints assure a first class job. 

Preparation of masonry, 
shake and shingle surfaces 

All surfaces must be clean and dry before 
painting. Remove mildew. Scrape off loose, 
scaling, cracked or blistered paint. Allow new 
masonry to age 60 to 90 days before painting. 

Painting masonry, shakes and shingles 

Stucco, concrete, brick, cinder block, shingles 
and siding, and wood shakes are porous and 
may require more than one coat of paint. Your 
Du Pont Dealer will help you select the correct 
finishes. Follow label directions carefully.

REMOVE LOOSE AND SCALING 
PAINT as paint will not adhere 
to a surface when there is a 
layer in between which comes 
loose. Loose and scaling paint 
should be completely removed 
with a scraper or a wire brush. 
This will assure a firm bond and 
a smooth finished appearance. 



REMOVE ALL BLISTERED 
PAINT with paint scraper. Sand 
edges smooth. Spot prime base 
wood before applying finish 
coat. Blistering is caused by 
moisture within or on the sur- 
face beneath the paint. If mois- 
ture is evident, trace its source 
and correct before repainting. 




PUTTY ALL NAIL HOLES with 
a putty knife after the first coat 
has been applied. Press the 
putty smooth to render holes 
invisible. Sand rough areas 
smooth before starting to paint. 
Also sand all gritty areas or 
trapped dust in the priming coat 
before applying the finish coat. 



CAULK LOOSE JOINTS-Use 

a caulking gun to fill all open 
joints around chimney, and 
around door and window 
frames to keep out moisture. 
Remove all loose putty in 
windows. Prime exposed wood 
with the proper Du Pont 
Primer, and apply fresh putty. 




START PAINTING AT THE TOP of the house and work down. Begin 
at an upper corner and try to finish at another corner or window. 
In this way you will avoid ugly laps or streaks. Paint across a board 
of clapboard siding, covering about six feet at a time. Pa int the edges 
of the siding first, and then do the flat areas between boards. 
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PAINTING METAL 
SURFACES 

In painting metal surfaces it is 
important to use the correct 
primer for the particular metal 
in order to assure firm adhesion 
of the finish coat.

PREPARE METAL SURFACES- 

Remove loose paint with wire 
brush. Sandpaper or scrape 
rust spots.

HEADACHE FOR

Most blistering is caused by mois- 
ture trapped under paint film. It 
may be moisture trying to escape 
from inside the house — from cook- 
ing, laundering, shower baths.
